AdmiralLand Says Some of Vessels Could Be

WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP),— 
Chairman Emory 8. Land of the 
Maritime Commission was disclosed 
today to have testified that ma- 
rines, sailors or coast guardsmen 
would, be placed ag a guard on 
foreign ships if any are seized by 
the United States and put tq work 
under their’own flags in non-war 
zones. 

Testimony made public by Sen- 
ators showed Admiral Land told 
the Senate Commerce Committee 
that some of these foreign ships 
“may be chartered and used in 
the blackout area if they run un- 
der their own flag.” 

Land told of plans to place a 
“proper guard—be it Coast Guard 
or navy” aboard any seized ships 
operated with their own crews un- 
der foreign flags. 

The testimony, given Thursday, 
was in connection with legislation 
granting the Government authority 
ty» take, use or transfer any for- 
eign ship in United States ports.

“Do you mean that you would 


have a ship at sea, under a ioreign 
flag, policed by Americar. marines 
or sailors.”

Land said this was not intended, 
that foreign ships with United 
States guards aboard would be 
used only between here and South 
America, the Orient or other non- 
war zones. 

At the same time, he asked for 
broad authority to use any for- 
eign ships “where we think best 
in the interests of national de- 
fense.” 

The testimony did not elaborate 
on the possible use of ships under 
their regular crews. It was un- 
derstood, however, that some Dan- 
ish seamen had volunteered to sail 
in American trade. The American 
guards presumably would be 
aboard such ships to assure that 
they were not sailed to Axis ports.

DEMAND FOR PROMPT 
NEWS ON REVERSES 


Press and Public Assert 
‘Whole Truth’ Should Be 
Laid Before English and 
Americans. 


LONDON, May 10 (AP).—Cer- 
tain sections of the British press 
and public tonight received official 
disclosure of war losses of more 
than 6,000,000 tons of British, Al- 
lied and neutral shipping with an 
uneasy clamor that “the whole 
truth” about such reverses be laid 
promptly, henceforth, before both 
Britons and Americans. 

The Admiralty’s statistics, in 
summary, showed German mines, 
air and sea raiders have destroyed 
1443 merchantmen, totaling 5,961,- 
044 tons, from the start of the war 
Sept. 1, 1939, to May 1. This did 

not include an unspecified number 
of ships lost in the Dunkerque 
withdrawal from Flanders last 
May and June.

4,734,407 Tons in Year. 

In the last 12 months, the Ad- 
miralty said, 1098 merchantmen, 
totaling 4,734,407 tons, were lost. 

For the first four months of 
1941, a total of 368 ships of 1,617,359 
tons were listed as sunk. 

Losses for last month alohe, 106 
ships aggregating 488,124 tons, were 
the first to be published as a 
monthly total and were announced 
early today “in view of reports 
from German and other sources.” 

On the other hand, the Admiralty 
declared the Axis had lost 2,912,- 
000 tons by sinking, capture or 
scuttling since the start of the war 
and said 600,000 tons of these losses 
occurred in the Jast six weeks. 

Germany, it said, has lost 1,756,000 
tons; Italy, 1,090,000 tons, and an- 
other 66,000 tons “useful to the 
enemy” has been captured or de 
stroyed. 

Some officials joined newspapers 
in a quick demand that the Minis 
try of Information set before Brit- 
ain and the United States all the 
truth consistent with the security 
ef a nation at war. 

An editorial in the Evening 
News, sharply critical of the in- 
‘fermation services, declared that: 

“The people of America natural- 
‘ly want to know, within reason, 
‘the full facts of the situation be- 
‘fore the vital decision on convoy-\ 
ing of Allied cargoes by United 
States warships is made by their 
Government.” 

“The clumsy treatment of the 
news of shipping losses has given 
isolationists and pro-Germans in 
the United States a useful lever,” 
the Star contended. 

The Evening News assailed what 
#t called an officialdom which “sel- 
dom hag excelled itself more in in- 

 ertia and stupidity” than in its fail- 
ure up to now to disclose the 
“grim lessons” of shipping losses. 

Official circles attributed release 
ef the figures chiefly to the an- 
nouncement by Rear Admiral Em- 
ery 8. Land, chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Maritime Commission, 
that he knew of only eight British 
ships out of 205 sailing from 
America to Britain which were lost 
in the first quarter of 1941. Offi- 
cial circles here said the figure 
was wrong and that it would give 
@ distorted picture even if it were 
correct. 

A breakdown of the 1443-ship 
total lost since September, 1939— 
ali but 345 of it in the year since 
the Nazi invasion of the low coun- 
tries—shows that 885 flew the en- 
sign of the British merchant ma- 
rine and 558 were ships under oth- 
er flags helping keep open Brit- 
ain’s essential supply lines. In 
tons, this represented a British 
loss of 3,810,541 and Allied and 
neutral losses of 2,150,503 since the 
@utbreak of war. 

The Admiralty’s figures do not 
eover ships lost temporarily 
through damage afid the speed of 
Britsh replacements is a military 
secret. Thus, it cannot be reck- 
oned precisely how many ships or 
what tonnage Britain still has 
available,

ed early this year on & basis of 
about 5,500,000 tons lost and about 
8,000,000 tons acquired from Ger-

withstand that barrage, we will 
be able to impose our will upon 
the government in Washington. 
“There was once a time in 
America when we could impose 
our will by vote, Candidates 
brought political issues before us, 
and stated clearly their stand. Aft- 
er an election was over, responsi- 
bility to the voters remained. That 
was what we once called a prin- 
ciple of democracy. 


“Many of us thought we were 
still operating under that principle 
at the elections last November. 
Both political parties had adopted 
platforms against intervention in 
this war. Both political candidates 
spoke constantly of peace. But it 
now seems doubtful that we even 
had two parties last November, at 
least as far as the -presidential 
candidates were concerned. 


“People Denied a Vote on War.” 


“The people of this nation were 
not given the chance to vote on 
the greatest issue of our genera 
tion—the issue of a foreign war. 
And yet we are now told that we 
must go to Europe to fight for the 
very principles of democracy that 
were denied to us in our own na- 
tion last November.” 

Lindbergh said it was the right 
of a free people to know where 
they were being led by their gov- 
ernment. He added; 

“IT doubt that any country in Eu- 
rope has been less informed about 
the intentions of its government 
than we have been here in Amer- 
ica. I doubt, that any country 
there has been more misled about 
the actual developments of the 
war. 

“T have never wanted Germany 
to win this war. But I know that 
England is not in a position to 
win it, even with our help. That 
ig why I have constantly advo- 
cated a negotiated peace.” 
Persecution of Father. 


The flyer recalled that 26 years 
ago his late father, who was a 
member of Congress, was also 
speaking on Minnesota platforms 
against American intervention in 
a European war. 

“He believed that this country 
had a destiny of its own,” Lind- 
bergh said. “When my father 
charged political and financial in- 
terests with leading us to war, his 
meetings were broken up, his pa- 
triotism was questioned, and the 
plates of his book were destroyed 
by Government agents. 

“We entered a war that was. go- 
ing to make the world safe for 
democracy, and end all need for 
war in the future. ... After that, 
we left the future of the world in 
the hands of our college presidents 
and idealists. 


“You know as well as I how 
they proceeded to outlaw war and 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. The greatest wars and the 
bloodiest revolutions of all history 
have taken place under their guid- 
ance. 

“But the kind of democracy we 
fought for in the last war doesn’t 
exist today, even in our own coun- 
try.” 

Says U. 8S. Can’t Win for England. 

Lindbergh asserted again that 
the United States was not in a 
position to win the present war for 
Engiand. 

“When I tell you (this) a ies 

am charged with being disloyal by 
the same politicians and idealists 
who denied all the other state- 
ments when I made them. But 
they cannot point to a single one 
that has not turned out to be 
true. 
“These charges will undoubtedly 
continue in the future, and I do 
not know how much longer free 
speech will be allowed in this coun- 
try. But as long as our laws per- 
mit it, I intend to continue telling 
you what I believe.”

TOKYO, May 10 (AP).—Japan, 
struggling to find a new, workable 
policy in the “China affair” after 
nearly four yeers of war, was told 
today that hope of peace discus- 
sions with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek are useless because the 
United States has been a 
monopoly on the avenues of nego- 
tiation. 

Kumatore Honda, Ambassador 
to the Japan red Chinese 
government at Nanking, said in 
an interview at Shanghai with 
Nichi Nichi that he had been in- 
formed by authoritative sources 
that Generalissimo Chiang recent- 
ly assured a “certain third power 
national” that if Japan wants 
peace it will have to propose the 
terms through the United States. 

Chiang was said to have de 
clared he would not even entertain 
peace overtures which came direct- 
ly from Japan, 

The strongly nationalistic Honda 
at once rejected the possibility of 
a United States role, declaring 
there could be no peace concluded 
“through the mediation of a third 
nation.” 

Strong U. 8S. Influence, 

Chiang is “being infused by the 
United States with the idea that 
he is fighting for the sake of 
democracy and is being told by 
President Roosevelt te depend on 
the United States through and 
through,” said Honda. 

The “holding power” of Britain 
and the United States, the latter. 
especially, is “strong and deep- 
rooted” in ina, he said. 

“Sup there are persons in 
Chungking desirous of peace with 
Japan despite this will of the 
United States,” he added. “The 
sanctions which Chungking might 
suffer from the United States in 
such a case would be very real 
and direct. Moreover, most of the 
riches of Chiang Kai-shek, T. V. 
Soong (president of the Bank of 
China and brother-in-law of Chi- 
ang), and other members of the 
Soong family are deposited in 
banks in the United States. At 
this juncture, when the United 
States is taking prompt steps to 
freeze the assets of any country 
which goes counter to its wish, 
there is no reason whatever why 
Chungking should not be alert to 
this situation.” 

Honda's mention of a “certain 
third power national” recalled to 
observers that Capt. James Roose- 
velt, son of the President, and 
Laughlin Currie, administrative as- 
sistant to the President, have been 
in Chungking at separate times 
recently, 

‘Secret Treaty.’ 

Nichi Nichi reported for the 
third time that a secret military 
and naval agreement has been 
reached among the United States, 
Britain, China, Australia; the Phil- 
ippines and the Dutch East In- 
dies to secure a southern defense 
line running from the Mediter- 
ranean to America. 

Nichi Nichi said a further mili- 
tary conference would be held at 
Singapore May 12 with Maj. Wil- 
liam Mayer, United States mili- 
tary attache at Chungking, and 
Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, Brit- 
ish commander in chief in the 
Far East, participating among 
others. 

The paper said subjects to be 
discussed included joint operation 
of British and American armed 
services in the Far East, air as- 
sistance to China, wartime mobili- 
zation of the man power of unoccu- 
pied China and British-American 
possessions in the area, and meas- 
ures to deal with German and 
Italian residents.

It was learned yesterday by a 
Post-Dispatch -eporter that the 
tax return inquiry was initiated 
by Victor Y. Dallman, Collector 
of Internal Revenue for South- 
ern Illinois, and was turned over 
by him to the Intelligence Unit. 

No information was obtainable 
as to the amount of McGrath’s 
supposed income involved. Dissen- 
sion in the AFL union dates from 
last February, when, members 
have said, McGrath presented a 
bill to the union for 20 for serv- 
ices of his wife as his secretary.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The

consumers, are from 15 to 35 cents 


a ton above minimum mine prices 
fixed under the coal act. 

In. April the Secretary of .the 
Interior published preliminary fig- 
ures showing that the average cost 
of producing soft coal in the Unit- 
ed States had declined 18.65 cents 
a ton since 1936-37, which was the 
base period used in setting mini- 
mum mine prices that. became ef- 
fective Oct. 1, 1940. This was held 
to mean that effective minimum 
mine prices have been on an aver- 
age 18.65 cents a ton higher than 
they should have been. 

West Virginia smokeless coal 
and Illinois bituminous coal, both 
used in St. Louis; were said to 
have declined respectively 15.93 and | 
17.30 cents a ton from 1936-37 aver- 
age production costs used as price 
bases. 

The hearing is expected to re- 
determine costs of production un- 
der the new wage conditions and 
to set new prices if they are 
found to be more than 2 cents a 
ton out of line with current min- 
imum mine prices. 

“In -the meantime,” commented 
Paul Sifton, acting director of the 
Bituminous Coal Consumers’ Coun- 
cil, “it seems that most, and in 
sOme producing districts all, of 
the increased labor costs can be 
met out of present minimum prices, 
since these are more than $1,800,- 
000 in excess of 1940 costs, on the 
basis of a production of 10,000,000 
tons a week. ‘

In the six months between last 
Sept. 1 and March 1 the St. Louis 
County Court made arbitrary real 
estate tax reductions on 133 pieces 
of property totaling $8264, it was 
shown yesterday on investigation 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

All of these reductions — the 
legality of which has been chal- 
lenged by Assessor Martin L, Neaf 

| were made under the statute per- 
mitting the County Court to “cor- 
rect errors” in tax bills, but in all 
of the cases where arbitrary cuts 
were made no errors were alleged. 


The court merely cut the 1940 as- 
sessments on the property owners’ 
representations that the assess- 
ments were too high. The reduc- 
tions include the 35 “Christmas 
present” tax cuts totaling $2863 
made last Dec. 23, which were dis- 
closed by the Post-Dispatch last 
Wednesday, One of the “Christ- 
mas presents” was for Presiding 
Judge Clifford Corneli and 21 oth- 
ers were for his neighbors. 


A 34.5 Pct. Reduction. 


Altogether, in making the arbi- 
trary reductions, the Court slashed 
tax bills totaling $23,876 to $15,612, 
a cut of 34.5 per cent. Largest of 
the reductions was that on 500 lots 
in the Country Club Homesites sub- 
division at Lucas and Hunt and 
Florissant roads, where the tax 
bill of $2581 was cut to $1552. 


Other large cuts were on proper- 
ty on Page boulevard partly oc- 
cupied by the Hill-Behan Lumber 
Co. where the bill was reduced 
from $926 to $191, and on two tax 
bills of the Boeckeler Lumber Co. 
which were reduced from $505 to

(AP).—Max Caldwell, husky Ozark 
guide, told a crowded courtroom 
today that two young women 
flogged him in a cabin for 45 
minutes with a  cot-o’-nine-tails 
while the fiance of one threatened 
“to blow out my brains if I made 
a move.” 

Caldwell, 23 years old, said he 
first was whipped by Miss Hilda 
Rhoads, 25, who has charged he 
once criminally attacked her. 

He testified she responded, “with 
pleasure,” when requested by her 
pistol-wielding fiance, Dr. Robert 
Murrell, 35, to begin the beating. 
Dr. Murrell is an osteopath. 

Caldwell, a witness at Dr. Mur- 
rell’s preliminary hearing on a 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, said Miss Rhoads lashed 
him until she was exhausted, then 
handed @¢he whip to Miss Aldythea 
Kieth, 26, who continued the beat- 
ing. Miss Rhoads and Miss Kieth, 
both charged: with felonious as- 
sault, are teachers in the Osage 
Beach school. 

“I’d rather take a bullet than 
that whipping again,” Caldwell 
said. 

Dr. E. G. Claiborne testified that 
Caldwell’s back was lacerated se- 
verely in the beating May 1. 

“Isn’t it true,” asked Dr. Mur- 
rell’s attorney, Morgan Moulder, 
of Caldwell, “that before the whip- 
ping began you told in the pres- 
ence of Dr. Murrell of having had 
intimate relations with Migs 
Rhoads? Weren't these brazen 
statements the reason you were 
flogged?” 

“No,” shouted Caldwell as his 
attorneys objected to the ques-

1, A substantial shift in the dis- 
position of the American naval 
forces may occur and the Pacific 
fleet may take up a definitely de- 
fensive position toward the Jap- 
anese, correlating its movements 
with those of British and Dutch 
naval forces in the Pacific. The 
all of Suez might bring about a 
oncentration of further British 
naval units in the Far East.

This sounds interesting, if true.

Americans familiar 
with Japanese affairs point out 
that while it is natural for the 
Japanese to want to stop. the 
Chinese hemorrhage through 
which so much of Japan’s strength 
is being drained away, this at 
present would mean that Japan 
was preparing to pursue warfare 
against the British and Americans 
in the Singapore area. 


On the other hand, for Japan to 
receive further economic favors 
from Britain and the United 
Statés, without at the same time 
being compelled to give up its am- 
bitions both in the South Seas and 
in China, would mean conniving 
at further assault upon the only 
potential ally of both Britain and 
America in the Far East, namely, 
China, a course of action that most 
Americans would most certainly 
condemn, 

Washington still hopes ~ that 
sooner or later the Japanese will 
realize that whatever Hitler’s good 
fortune, he brings no good luck 
to his friends, as countries like 
Italy, Hngary and Slovakia, can 
testify, and Croatia and Bulgaria 
are expected to learn.

France Fares Better. 


An expert who studied aor" 
tions in France and Spain said 
that while the French are in dire 
want, the Spaniards are starving. 
He said the average person in un- 
occupied France gets 2800 calories 
of food daily, whereas in Spain, 
according to his studies, the aver- 
age consumption is only 800 cal- 
ories. Many, of course, have less 
than that. They are the ones 
found dead in the streets. 

When a whole people suffers mal- 
nutrition, plague becomes: inevit- 
able. Nearly 2000 cases of typhus 
already have been reported in 
Spain. . The Government is making 
heroic efforts to stop it. Beggars 
are being rounded up because ty- 
phus is carried by the louse, which 
is a class-conscious vermin, almost 
never found on clean bodies. If the 
Government’s efforts are inade- 
quate, typhus may sweep north- 
ward, where the French are vul- 
nerable, and thence into the prison 
and concentration camps of Hit- 
ler’s “New Burope.”

Turkey’s Position. 


Turkey's fate was sealed when 
it failed to fulfill its pledges to 
fight Axis aggression last autumn 
at the time Italy attacked Greece, 
or at the latest this spring when 
the Germans occupied Bulgaria 
and attacked Greece. Turkey prob- 
ably was counselled then by Rus- 
sia not to carry out its pledges to 
Britain,.Greece and Yugoslavia. 

Now if it chooses to resist in 
defense’ of its independence the 
struggle would be as forlorn a hope 
as was that of Yugoslavia. For 
German agents have been buying 
up purchaseable Turks, and Ger- 
man forces have occupied the 
Greek and Italian islands adja- 
cent to Turkey and the Dardanel- 
les as well as the Greek and Bul- 
garian’ territory fronting Turkey. 

The .German-inspired anti-Brit- 
ish coup in Iraq, which would have 
further restricted Turkey, seems to 
be petering out. It was premature 
and the British were able to crack 
down hard on the pro-German 
Iraqi before Germany could give 
them sufficient support. 


But Turkey must reckon also 
with the activities of Germany in 
Syria, where the weak French 
administration could not combat 
German infiltration if it chose.

' Ouratérs State Position. - 

The board of curators stated its 
position in a letter to C. PF, Junge, 
Benton County State Represent- 
ative, drafted at a meeting in St. 
Louis Friday. Junge had written 
to F. M. McDavid -of Springfield, 
Mo., president of the board, re- 
questing a detailed statement of the 
views for the guidance of 
members of the Legislature, 

The curators’ reply was that 
there was no more reason why the 
School of Mines should be ad- 
ministered ‘independently than 
there was reason for independent 
administration of any other divi- 
‘sion’ of the university, such as the 
Sehool of Medicine or the School 
of . Journalism. 

Denying any hostility toward the 
School of Mines, they appended a 
schedule of the appropriations re- 
quested by the curators for the 
Rolla school for each — biennium 
since 1915,. showing that the Legis- 
lature had not, in any instance, ap- 
propriated as much as was re- 
quested, and that in' many years 
the condition of State finances was 
such that the Governor did not re- 
lease the full amount appropriated. 

“Third University.” 

“When these bills are stripped of 
their diplomatic language and 
boiled down to their essentials,” 
the board’s statement said, “It be- 
comes apparent that they are de- 
liberately designed to lead to the 
creation of a third State univer- 
sity at Rolla. 

“We now have in Missouri five 
State teachers’ colleges, Lincoln 
University and the University of 
Missouri, including the division at 
Rolla. The appropriations for Lin- 
coln University must be continu- 
ously increased over a long period 
of years in order to develop that 
institution as a State university for 
Negroes, in accordance with the 
mandate of the United States Su- 
preme Court. It is therefore mani- 
fest to all of us that the cost of 
higher education in Missouri will 
rise above its present level. 

“The revenues of the State avail- 
able for university education aré 
nevertheless barely sufficient to 
support one university. If a third 
university is established and the 
revenues available for higher edu- 
cation are not materially in- 
creased, then the quality of in- 
struction in all will be lowered: in 
proportion to the expansion of any 
one. Such a result will be detri- 
mental not only to the State teach- 
ers’ colleges and to Lincoln Uni- 
versity,. but to all of the divisions 
of the university both at Columbia 
and Rolla.” 

Dormitory Is Denied. 

‘As to the proposed dormitory, 
the curators said it would not be 
possible t6 construct such a build- 
ing for the opening of the fall 
‘term, and insisted that the solu- 
tion of the housing problem for 
Rolla students. could come only

ToRearm Three Years Ago, Was Not Heeded 


BERNARD MANNES BARUCH as he appeared at a~hearing of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 


In London he called on one of the high- 

est officers of the Chamberlain government. 
He began to put his searching questions. 
“Can the French make shells?” Baruch 
asked. The great man behind the desk low- 
ered his head in a gesture that had in it 
something of despair. “I’m sorry to say,” 
he replied, “in that department they must 
rely on us.” Knowing exactly how signifi- 
cant this was, Baruch felt as though he had 
been violently struck in the stomach. And 
this. was not an isolated instance. 
From London he went to Scotland where 
he had taken a place for the grouse season. 
From there he had a long trans-oceanic tele- 
phone conversation with his friend, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who asked when he was 
returning and what he had learned. They 
arranged for a conference at.the White 
House shortly after Baruch’s return in mid- 
September. 

Emerging from that conference, Baruch 
broke his customary silence to give a high- 
ly important interview. He said that im-- 
mediate preparedness was essential to na- 
tional security. He urged an increase in the 
army to not less than 400,000 effectives, 
with a high degree of mechanization, the 
army eventually to have a total strength 
of 750,000. He urged airplanes and still 
more airplanes. He suggested the need for 
a two-ocean navy. He recommended adop- 
tion of a plan of industrial mobilization to 
be worked out at once. He stressed the need 
for immediate plans for the cultural and‘ 
economic penetration of South America. And 
last, but not least, he urged a tax program 
to pay for it all in the shortest possible time. 


Obviously this was no hasty curbstone 
opinion. Ever since’ the: last war Baruch 
has kept closely in touch with military de- 
velopment. here and abroad. He has main- 
tained friendships among high ranking of- 
ficers in the army And the navy. -Once a. 
year he has delivered a lecture to the Army

Country Failed to Respond —

The next day, at his Friday. press confer- 
ence, the President was asked about the 
need for greater preparedness.

Historians will in all probability examine 
this sequence of events with concentrated 
interést. The irony is that far from being 
a “‘warmonger,” as the Nazi propaganda ma- 
chine tried to make out, Baruch actually 
might have been listed with the so-called 
appeasers. - This hardheaded realist knew 
the strength of Germany. He had read con- 
fidential reports from observers who were 
later to be branded as pro-Nazi and from 
his own background of knowledge he had 
good reason to believe that these reports 
told nothing but the truth. When he talked 
which was 
rarely, he talked about defending America 
and not about going to the aid of any dis- 
tant country, for the reason, perhaps, that 
he knew just how poorly equipped we were 
to help any other country. 


Realistic View of Defense; 
His Cash-and-Carry Policy 


Today Baruch looks realistically at the 
progress of American rearmament. He ex- 
amines skeptically the optimistic statements 
of defense officials. Perhaps better than 
anyone else in the country, he knows the 
grave deficiencies that still persist. He 
knows, for éexamplé, that a tank is useless 
unless it has its full complement of arms. 
Even his iron nerves are shaken now and 
then and there, are nights when he does 
not sleep, aware of the increasingly diffi- 
cult position of the nation. 

It was Baruch who first. put forward the 
cash-and-carry neutrality policy. He told the 
Senate. Foreign Relations Oommittee in 
April of 1939 that such a “come-and-get-it” 
plan, as he had phrased it, would be neces- 
sary in event of war. As Baruch saw it, this 
would enable the United States to maintain 
a large share of the foreign trade on which 
to a considerable degree the present econ- 
omy depends. Also, it would enable the 
United States to develop its own air indus- 
try on’ the basis of foreign orders. Most 
important of all, it would keep American 
ships out of the trouble zone. It was then 
that he said in: his deliberate careful speech: 

“. . « We must rely on ourselves to pro- 
tect this hemisphere. We must be ready 
to do it, It is not necessary to do it on the 
continent of Europe. If advocating protec- 


_tion of ourselves and-our hemisphere is war- 


mongering, then I plead guilty. I think it is 
the way to'peace, and I shall always think 
so’ until armaments are limited by agree- 
ments which are faithfully: kept.”

Beginning in a small way 
as a speculator he learned one thing early 
and that was to dig into the financial back- 
ground of the firms whose stocks and bonds 
he traded in, to know all there was to know 
of the companies’ past and future.

GERMANS ‘EASY’ 
ON DENMARK BUT 
DANES STILL DO 
NOT LIKE NAZISM 


Tolerant Occupation At- 
tributed Largely to Need 
of Appeasing Farmers to 
Get Supplies.

HE situation in the Kingdom of Den- 
T mark can scarcely. be compared with 

that in any of the other countries oc- 
cupied by the Nazis. 

King Christian and his Social-Democratic 
Prime Minister, Thorvald Stauning, carry 
on their duties as before and, in spite of 
the German administration of occupation, 
their influence on all questions of domestic 
policy is far from negligible. The Danish 
Government still has the right to arrest Dan- 
ish Nazis who foment street riots, and so 
far the German Nazis have not protested 
against the exercise of this right. 

This tolerance on the part of the Ger- 
mans can be explained only through the 
fact that Germany’ neéds to present Den- 
mark to other neutrals as an example, to 
show that life within the Nazi “Lebens- 
raum” can be relatively happy, provided one 
submits without resistance. But another, 
and probably the strongest motive for this 
indulgence and this relatively decent be- 
havior of the Nazis in Denmark, is the fact 
that Nazi Germany has pressing need of 
Danish agricultural produce. 


Nazis Need Farmers’ Aid 


Danish agriculture is extraordinarily high- 
ly developed, and is worked on a co-oper- 
ative basis with an extreme amount of 
individual care on the part of the farmers. 
The Nazis know that without the co-opera- 
tion of the farmers, Danish agriculture 
would quickly collapse, and for this reason 
they have received instructions to develop 
‘a policy of friendly understanding with the 
farmers. 

Denmark’s native Nazis are finding it 
rather hard to understand this cautious 
policy and, like Quisling in Norway, are 
demanding a complete dictatorship. Their 
local “‘Fuehrer,” Dr. Fritz Clausen, demands 
the dismissal of the “liberal democratic” 
government. Dr. Clausen, like Quisling, 
wants to set up his own administration, but 
the strong resistance being carried on by the

recent article in the Hambur- 
ger Fremdenblatt, the leading newspaper 
for German-Scandinavian policy, described 
the Danish all-party united government of 
Prime Minister Stauning as one “born of 
a convulsion,” and maintained that from 
the “greater German” point of view it was 
quite proper that the Danish Quisling, Dr. 
Clausen, should take over the reins. 

The same newspaper, in a thoroughly 
aggressive. vein, writes: “If Danish or Swed- 
ish politicians are today still dreaming of 
a future for Scandinavia of self-rule, se- 
cluded from the continent of Europe under 
German leadership, they are displaying only 
a complete lack of the most elementary 
comprehension of present and future events.” 
Yet in spite of this declaration, no change 
of policy has as. yet taken place.

German troops of occupation have re- 
ceived strict orders to behave in a correct 
manner and, with few exceptions, they have 
done so. They are now paying for every- 
thing with Danish crowns since the farmers 
and shopkeepers had treated the bills of req-

distrust. But, of course, the Nazis have not 


hesitated to run the Danish printing presses 
whenever they needed crowns. . 

In matters of trade the Nazis have taken 
good care of their own interests. The gov 
ernment is powerless against the steadily 
mounting debt which Germany owes to Den- 
mark.. The Danish people, who at first 
believed the Nazis were “buying” Danish 


goods, suddenly learned from:their Minister 


of Trade, Christmas Moeller, that Germany 
owed their country many millions of crowns. 
And Moeller, who had been rash enough to 
tell the truth, was seized by the Nazis as a 
“friend of England” and required to 

his position in the government, his pariia- 
mentary mandate and his chairmanship of 
the Conservative party.

After the War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EVER in its history has this nation 
been more sorely in need of genuine 
statesmanship than now. Never has it 
more fervently hoped for the leadership 
of calm, wise and prudent men. Yet, 
with actual shooting only one overt act 
away, the clamor in high places for war 
grows louder day by day. 

The high-pressure salesmen of inter- 
vention, at last discarding the quibbles, 
evasions and subterfuges which they 
have used to bring us to this pass, are 
openly advocating a repetition of our 
futile and disillusioning crusade of 1917. 

The real forgotten man is George 
Washington. 

Thus Secretary Stimson, not satisfied 
with the disguised intervention of pa- 
trols-short-of-convoys, demands the full 
use of Our navy to escort war supplies 
through the war zones. Secretary Wick- 
ard, obviously irritated at our deter- 
mined effort to keep a calm head on 
our shoulders, wants us to “get excited.” 
Senator Glass, usually a man of sound 
judgment, advises us to send our navy 
over there and “blast hell out of Ger- 
many,” and Senator Pepper, fearful of 
the savagery of Nazi-ism yet eager to 
imitate it, urges us to dispatch aviators 
and warplanes to China and use it as 
a base from which to “make a sham- 
bles of Tokyo.”

Let us suppose that these Apostles of 
Excitement have their way and plunge 
the other approximately 80 per cent of 
us into a war we do not believe is ours. 

Let us suppose that, at a probable 
cost of 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 American 
lives and a national debt of 100 to 150 
billion dollars, we win that war. 

Let us suppose that we have purged 
the world of the bloody quartet of Hit- 
ler, Mussolini, Matsuoka and Stalin. Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa are at last “free.” 

Then what? < 

Are we so devoid of foresight as to 
imagine that, having lavishly expended 
our wealth and our manhood to bring 
about that peace, we can simply walk 
out of those conquered lands and leave 
things to take care of themselves? 

Considering that so many national 
boundaries and racial divisions have 
been disturbed, that all the old feuds, 
suspicions, fears and hates of centuries 
have not only been revived by this war 
but intensified, and that poverty, suf- 
fering, pestilence and discontent will be 
prevalent everywhere, how long would 
peace survive over there without some 
tremendous force to insure it? , 

Without such forces, new peace trea- 
ties would soon be merely new scraps of 
paper; new Hitlers and Stalins, already 
in the making, would merely replace 
the old. 

* * * 

This point seems to have been com 
pletely overlooked by our excited spokes- 
men in Washington. It was not over- 
looked, however, by one man who has 
probably seen more of this war at close 
range than the combined group of offi- 
cials, columnists and unofficial “experts” 
who are sounding off about it. 

That man was Joseph P. Kennedy. In 
his realistic radio address of Jan. 18, 
reminding us again that this is not our 
war and that we must keep out of it or 
risk the loss of democracy at home, he 
gave this blunt warning: 

“Well, at the end of the war we win— 
so what? What is the status of the 
world? Who is going to reorganize 
Europe? England and the United 
States? But we are then in a bad way, 
and we must contemplate great internal 
problems of our own. 

“Our taxes will be high, more people 
will be paying them, our national debt 
will be enormous, we will have an army 
to demobilize, we vill have to readjust 
a whole nation, agricultural as well as 
industrial, in the transition from a war 
basis to a peace basis. England will 
have the same conditions. 

“Yet, to keep defeated Germany and 
the other countries from going com- 
pletely Communistic, we will have to 
reorganize them as well as ourselves, 
probably standing guard while this re- 
organization is taking place. 

“I shudder to contemplate it, Are our 
children’s and our grandchildren’s lives 
to be spent standing guard in Europe 
while heaven knows what happens in’ 
America?” 

Before we are drawn into this war, 
Americans must realize that it will not 
be enough to win it. We will have to 
spend long, perilous, exhausting years 
keeping it won. If not, our whole gi- 
gantic effort will be a total less and 
every American life sacrificed in that 
effort will be just another American life 
wasted.

But the debate over whether we have too much | 


or too little of it may soon be academic. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board is ready to apply the brakes just 
as soon.as the President or Price Controller Hender- 
son gives the signal. The board will act to check 
any trend toward inflation, and, also, to reduce the 
production of consumers’ goods in favor of arma- 
ments. Just one more indication that guns and 
butter go well together in speeches, but not so well in 
practice. 

Automobiles have been selected as the first to be 
brought under the new controls. Down payments 
will be sharply increased, and the time for payment 


of the balance will be shortened. Furniture, radios 


and many other commodities are on the list. And, 
of course, it will always be possible to make the 
terms stiffer and stiffer. 

In the present emergency, guns simply must have 
the right of way. There are no two sides to that 
question. We-must spend every last cent that it 
takes to make us strong—impervious to aggression, 
no matter from what quarter it may come. 

But let’s be realistic about this. Let us realize 
that rearmament cannot be a joyride. Even with 
the greatest of efficiency, the defense program 
is bound to make a terrific demand on our indus- 
trial and economic organization. The more we de- 
vote our energies to it, the greater will be the dis- 
locations in our normal set-up. The more we give 
to others, the greater will be the strain. 

We cannot be idealistically reckless with the 
nation’s economic structure. Just about all of the 
social and cultural objectives of our idealism depend 
on the preservation of that economic structure. 

And it, in turn, may well depend on the state of 
our arms, So there cannot be, as we have said, any 
argument against building guns. Self-preservation, 
the first law. of nature, demands that we must be 
prepared to meet force with force. 

However, it is the very essence of sound defense 
to realize the cost of these guns, so that we may 
be the hetter able to pay the bill when it comes due. 
We must realize that the convenience of the install- 
ment plan may be only one of the things we must 
sacrifice. We must recognize the strain that rearma- 
ment puts on our normal set-up. We must also 
realize the extent of the reorganization that will be 
necessary at the end of the crisis to get us “back to 
normalcy.” And somebody in Washington ought to 
realize that the old maxim about being forewarned 
and forearmed is just as valid for this internal eco- 
nomic problem as it is for the external political 
hazards we face. 

The TNEC and the National Resources Board 
have paid their respects to the problem. But they 
have suggested little more in the way of aspirin than 
the deficit financing of public works. 

That is all right as far as it goes. But we know 
that it was not enough to bring us out of the nose- 
dive of the depression. And that was as the gentle 
drift of a yellow leaf compared to the power-dive 
of our defense program. Why, back in 1933, we were 
still talking in mere millions. The country had bet- 
ter do some hard thinking for the days ahead. 

The future will not be had on “easy terms.” 
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FOR BIGGER AND BETTER ASH TRAYS. 

The National Board of Underwriters usually deals 
with the more spectacular forms of fire hazards, so 
ash trays would scarcely seem within its province. 
The midget variety of these receptacles, at which 
this body directs a blast, are a nuisance rather than 
a menace, but probdbly the checks they cause to be 
sent out by insurance companies in payment for 
holes burned in tablecloths, rugs and table tops 
amount to a good round sum annually. 

At any rate, the campaign against the dinky ash 
tray should have been started long ago. Some of 
them may be highly ornamental, but their utility is 
almost nil, limited as it is to two short cigarette 
stubs and accompanying ashes. As for pipe smokers, 
they have been known to succumb to the frustration 
jimjams when confronted by a series of lovely crys- 
tal thimbles where proper ash trays ought to be. For 
this variety of tobacco user, something of the gen- 
eral size and proportions of a quart measure, or per- 
haps a robust vegetable bowl, is the only type of 
container that will do, and that is about what the 
Board of Underwriters specifies. 

We hope this pioneering effort sdbunds the death 
knell of the cute but uséless ash tray.. What this 
country needs is a man-sized scoop which will last 
out an eyening without making its surroundings 
look like the furnace ash bin at the end of a hard 
winter. 
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_ STATE SOVEREIGNTY AN ISSUE IN KANSAS. 

Kansas has an 82-year-old constitutional provision 
requiring publication in detail of all public expendi- 
tures: what for, how much and to whom paid. So 
each month or so, every county paper in the State 
has long itemized lists of bills paid from public 
funds. It’s a fine method for keeping the public 
aware of where its money is going, but it has col- 
lided headlong with a Federal requirement, and a 
battle over thdt seldom-mentioned issue, states’ 
rights, is in the cards. 

Federal social security regulations forbid publica- 
tion of -relief recipients’ names and the amounts 
paid them, with the idea of sparing needy persons 
from embarrassment. The Social Security Board 
has notified Kansas that the Federal relief contribu- 
tions of $5,000,000 a year will cease unless the State 


modifies its publicity practice. The Legislature ' 


dodged the issue by refusing even to consider a bill 
to alter the constitutional provision, which would 
take two or three years, in any event. Gov. Ratner 
says he will call a special session if the people de- 
mand one. 

The trénd of the times is toward centralized gov- 
ernment. Washington's growing financial aid to the 
states has cut away their sovereignty; usually with- 
out a murmur. But Kansas, long known as a strong- 
hold of individualism, does not give in to the threat, 
even at the risk of losing $5,000,000 a year for 
helping feed and clothe its needy citizens, How-

To require the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to set up such preferences and priorities 
as the President may designate. 

Other powers could doubtless be found, and, Mr. 
Krock said, “they would shrink the present areas 
of democracy beyond the limits of their text, since 
Government sete are liberal in their eee og 
of executive scope.” 

These are ‘pdints for Americans to consider in 
viewing the proposais of interventionists. They are 
points which suggest how free enterprise and indi- 
vidual liberty would be curtailed if and when the 
country goes to war—or only goes under a regime 


of emergency powers.

Baruch, Wilson’ 
Warned U.S. to Begin Arming 


industry and finance spiralled up- 
ward with overtones of empire. On 
July 3, 1898, a Sunday, Baruch and 
his partners got advance word 
that Admiral Schley had destroyed 
the Spanish fleet. A special train 
was chartered to take them from 
a summer resort in“New Jersey 
into New York City. Opening their 
offices they worked all night ca- 
bling orders to the London Stock 
Exchange, knowing that with the 
news there would be a tremendous 
rise in American. stocks. On the 
following day, July 4, the New 
York market was closed. When it 
opened on July 5 the partners and 
their customers already had hand- 
some profits. 

Quit After Making Enough. 

With extraordinary rapidity Ba- 
ruch amassed his present fortune. 
In 1901 his profits on Amalgamated 


Copper alone were $700,000. And 
in those dear, dead days there was 
no income tax. As he acquired 
wealth, Baruch and his wife ex- 
panded their way of living. They 
acquired the five-story house at 
1055 Fifth avenue, in which Baruch 
still lives, one of the few houses 
on the avenue that remains a pri- 
vate residence. In South Carolina 
not far from his birthplace Saruch 
bought a spacious plantation called 
Hobcaw Barony. And he began at 
this time, too, the series of philan- 
thropies through which he has en- 
deavored to distribute the bulk of 
his fortune. 


Unlike most rich men, he decided 
fairly early in lire that he had 
enough money. With the United 
States’ entry into the war in 1917, 
he divested himself of all his stock 
holdings and went to Washington 
to serve his friend, Woodrow Wil- 
son. He was first put in charge of 
the raw materials section of the 
War Industries Board. Before very 
long his talents as an adminis- 
trator were recognized and in 
March of 1918 he was named chair- 
man of the board, with: President 
Wilson delegating to him full au- 
thority over industry. 


The story of how Baruch orgah- 
ized American industry for war- 


time production has been told and 


retold, In more ways than one he 
was qualified for this all-important 
post. Wanting nothing for him- 
self, he could be completely de- 
tached and disinterested. Never in 
his life except asa very young man 
had he had a boss. No board of 
directors had ever called him on 
the carpet to explain his actions. 
This made for remarkable inde- 
pendence of judgment. 

“You would take a question in to 
him,” says one of his former asso- 
ciates, now again serving the de- 
fense organization in Washington, 
“and he would consider it for two 
or three minutes, studying it fro 
every angle. Then he would make 
his decision—yes or no. Ten days 
later he might call you in and re- 
verse this decision. You would 
think that he was foolish to change 
his mind so quickly. 

“But sooner or later you'd realize 
that he had a very good reason. 
And he never hesitated to change 
if he thought he was wrong, or if 
circumstances had altered. It 
came out of his experience. All 
his life he had stood on the floor 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
making instant decisions on ques- 
tions involving vast sums of 
money, with no reference to any 
other authority. 

“If you took a long memorandum 
in to hing he would be likely to 
say, ‘I haven’t time to read that. 
Tell me in one sentence what is in 
it.’ He never let you dodge your 
responsibilities, just as he never 
dodged his.” 

Versailles His Greatest Failure. 

At the end of the war he ac- 
com President Wilson to Eu- 
rope for the peace conference as

The greatest failure of his life, 
in his own estimate, was the part 
that he played at Versaille. Re- 
membering his own boyhood in the 
South and the terrible days of the 
carpetbaggers, he constantly 
warned against huge reparations 
and drastic restrictions that would 
put on Germany a crushing sense 
of guilt and humiliation. He saw 
ruthless politicians 
might exploit this inferiority com- 
plex. But his was a lonely voice 
at Versaille. There was little sup- 
port for his point of view. Seeing 
the future with his speculator’s 
instinct, he felt then the same 
sense of failure and frustration 
that he felt in 1938 when his ef- 
forts to start rearmament were 
balked. 

Whether Baruch would be will- 
ing once again to be the active 
head of industrial mobilization is 
a question. Harry L. Hopkins 
and certain other New Dealers 
close to the President have op- 
posed his return. On the other 
hand, another faction within the 
New Deal, including Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes and Thomas G. 
Corcoran, have indicated their be- 
lief that Baruch should be re- 
called to do the job. He would be 
less than human not to be flat- 
tered at the thought that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might call on him, 
just as Woodrow Wilson sum- 
moned “Dr. Facts” to get arma- 
ments out of the blueprint stage. 


As Adviser on Defense. 


Unofficially he is today doing 
everything in his power to pro- 
mote national defense, spending a 
large part of his time and no small 
part of his income to that end. 
Both with New Dealers such as 
Leon Henderson and with dollar- 
a-year men such as William S. 
Knudsen, Baruch has advised. on 
the progress of the program. He 
backed Henderson for the price 
control office to which he was 
recently- appointed. Believing 
strongly in the need for a legal- 
ized ceiling over all prices, he es- 
timates that the general price rise 
thus far has cost the Government 
about $5,000,000,000. Inflation is 
certain unless drastic steps are 
taken soon, in his view. 

Publicly he says almost nothing. 
He has made only two speeches 
in his career., Recently he was 
asked to present before Senator 
Harry 8S. Truman’s special Senate 
committee investigating defense 
his own grimly realistic picture of 
results to date. Baruch degslined 
because he had been close to lead- 
ing figures and did not want to 
give information that he might 
have seemed to gain from them, 

Where Loyalty Might End. 

Events may compel him to break 
his silence. Old loyalties are not 
likely to stand in the way if Ba- 
ruch is convinced that the risks 
of: foreign policy are so great 
as to endanger the fundamental 
safety of the United States. Then 
he will speak out and with the 
blunt directness that is inherent 
in him, 

“All I want to do in life,” he 
says, “is to try to help preserve 
the framework of cur democratic 
society today. If I can contribute 
in any way to that end I shall be 
happy.” 

In his penetrating gaze, in his 
deliberate, soldierly walk .is the 
discipline of years. Here, you 
feel instinctively, is a man who 
has marched along a straight line 
to the goal that he set for him- 
self, setting his own rigorous code 
of conduct and living up to it. 


Record Furniture Sales Reported.

First Complete Rendi-

The St. Louis Bach Choir, un- 
der the direction of William B. 
Heyne, gave its first complete per- 
formance of Bach’s immortal 8B 
Minor mass last night in the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium before an au- 
dience of more than 3000. The am- 


bitious nature of the undertaking 
made the event a significant one 
without regard to other factors 
and if, as promised in the fore- 
word of the program, it was but 
the forerunner of other perform- 
ances of the great Bach choral lit- 
erature it will have been an event 
that all St. Louis music lovers 
should remember. 

Though the performance hardly 
realized all the strength and beau- 
ty of the music, it obviously had 
been prepared with care, devotion 
and insight. The chorus of 100 
voices sang consistently with an 
expression that was appropriate to 
the text. In the magnificent five- 
part fugue at the opening of the 
Credo, the balance and precision 
was admirable and the closely 
woven contrapuntal fabric was 
maintained at a high pitch of vi- 
talized unity. The fugues were all 
well handled as a matter of fact, 
but in general the chorus was 
most effective when the softer tex- 
tures were appropriate rather than 
in the parts which required tonal 
depth and an assertive dramatic 
quality. The Crucifixus, for that 
reason, with its almost unbeliev- 
able harmonic subtlety, was the 
high point of the evening. 

The soloists, Viola Silva, con- 
tralto; Mary Marting, soprano; Eu- 
gene Dressler, tenor, and Raymond 
Koch, bass, were wholly inade- 
quate in voice and in style. Mr. 
Heyne could have done no worse 
if he had chosen them at random 
from among the local amateurs.

STEELMAN DENOUNCES BILLS 
THAT WOULD OUTLAW STRIKES 


Conciliation Service Head Says 
Walkouts Can Not Be Halted 
by Legislation. 

NEW YORK, May 10 (AP).— 
John R. Steelman, director of the 
United States Conciliation Service, 
denounced today any legislation 
that would outlaw strikes, assert- 
ing, “We cannot attack tyranny 
abroad by abandoning democracy 
at home.”

Steelman sdid, “If democracy 
goes down, it would not be because 
of barbarians at our gates, or 
even because of treachery from 
within, but because of the unwit- 
ting betrayal of men and women 
who had unwittingly betrayed 
themselves in taking a narrow and 
selfish viewpoint of what democ- 
racy itself means.”

Again in the tense days of early 


years the policy of the Foreign 
Office, of the Admiralty and of 
the Government of India had been 
to conserve independent English 
interests in the region of Persia, 
and above all to prevent this re- 
gion falling under the control of 
the Shell or any other foreign or 
cosmopolitan company.” 


Fight With Shell. 

There was a struggle after 1918 
to preserve the independence of 
the Anglo-Persian company. The 
late Sir Henri Deterding, founder 
of the vast oil empire of Shell, 
wanted to get Anglo-Persian with- 
in his domination. It outraged 
his sense of the proprieties that 
the great bonanza of the Near 
East should remain outside his 
control. But while in many parts 
of the earth Anglo-Persian and 
Shell reached a working agree- 
ment, as in Iraq, the Admiralty 
kept its hold over the oil riches 
of Persia. 

One of the most remarkable fig- 
ures of our time, Deterding, Dutch 
by birth, took perhaps the leading 
part in oi] politics from 1918 to 
the time of his death early in 
1939. A great deal of his attention 
centered on the huge oil deposits 
at Baku in the Caucasus, another 
of the earth’s major oi] treasures. 
That this should go to the Soviet 
Union following the war and the 
Bolshevik revolution was a source 
of profound unhappiness to Sir 
Henri. 

Fearing and despising the Bolshe- 
viks, he was convinced that Baku 
should somehow be pried loose 
from the Soviet state. There were 
curious abortive efforts to this end 
while Russia was still jn chaos in 
18 and '19. Deterding never lost 
sight of this goal. He was con-

vinced that a successful foreign 
policy for Britain lay in turning 
the Germans against the Russians, 
with the Germans to have as a 
reward for their troubles the oil

Ukraine. 
Proposed Deal With Nazis. 

Deterding was.a powerful influ- 
ence in London. Many conserva- 
tive statesmen were of his view. 
And he presented the persuasive 
argument that if the Germans were 
not allowed to have Baku, they 
might well move in the drive to 
the east to take Iraq and Iran. 
There were stories at the time, 
with apparently some foundation 
in fact, that at a critical moment 
in the upward rise of the National 
Socialist Party Sir Henri made a 
gift of 900,000 Dutch guilders which 
kept the party going. He later 
married a German wife and was 
reputed to have a voice in Nazi 
councils, 

Although ‘it was supported by 
some men of influence, British 
statesmen could not unite behind 
Sir Henri’s “realistic” policy. Nev- 
ertheless the big oil companies, act- 
ing more or less in concert, sought 
to keep Germany on an oil quota. 
And as the German rearmament 
effort gathered momentum under 
Hitler, the Nazis incessantly sought 
supplementary sources of oil for 
storage. Also, they worked furi- 
ously to create plants for making 
ersatz gasoline out of coal and 
other available materials. . 

In the files of every foreign of- 
fice, including the State Depart- 
ment here in Washington, there is 
a great deal of material on the oil 
diplomacy of the '20s and the '30s. 
Behind much of the Mexican in- 
trigue involving W. R. Davis, in- 
‘dependent American oil operator, 
was this struggle of the Nazis for 
oil for their war machine. From 
Mexico they did get relatively 
small supplementary quantities out- 
side the controls of the major com- 
panies. , 

Mexican expropriation of British 
and American properties caused 
deep concern among oil executives. 
Standard Oil is said to have sent 
an important executive to Berlin 
to try to get assurances from the 
Nazis that they would not buy this 
“stolen” oil. The prospect of an 
increase in the German quota is 
said to have been held out in re- 
turn for good belavior in a trying 
situation. Instead the Nazis re 
lied on Davis. . 

Germans Boast of Supply. 

Now the Nazis are boasting of 
their foresightedness, insisting 
that with the Iraq pipelines cut 
off the British are worse off for 
oil than they are. One thing the 
Germans have done is to cut down 
non-military consumption almost 
to zero. Gasoline can be obtained 
in Germany today only for essen- 
tial needs—transportation of food, 
ambulances. , 

There is the chance, however, 
that the Iraq uprising came too 
soon to suit the Germans. They 
had not yet been able to deal with 
Turkey in such a way as to get 
transit to the scene of the British- 
Iraq war. Therefore, if in the face 
of almost. overwhelming transpor- 
tation odds, the British can keep 
down the uprising, the damage 
may be restored. The Iragi can 
be ousted from control of the cen- 
ters of oil production and perhaps 
the supply of this essential stuff 
may once again be set flowing 
through the long pipelines across 
the desert.

Official Says ‘10 Pct. of 
Men and 90 Pct. of 
Headaches Come From 
Brackets Over 30.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP).— 
A majority of the 500,000 selec- 
tive service trainees inducted into 
the army to date have been 21 
through 25 years old and only 
about 11 per cent have been 31 
or older. 

This division of ages was dis- 
closed today by the issuance of 
an age group study at selective 
service headquarters here. The 
figures were considered signifi- 
cant at this time when officials 
have been considering the advisa- 
bility of lowering the top draft 
age from 35 to 30 or en lower. 

Study Covers 183,000 Men. 

The study covered 183,198 men 
drafted up to March 1, but the 
addition of more thousands since 
then has changed the averages 
only slightly, if at all, experts 
said. 

Youths 18, 19 and 70 years old, 
permitted by law to volunteer 
for military training under the 
Selective Service Act, form 3.02 
per cent of the total. The lowest 
compulsory service age, 21, yielded 
9.47 per cent; 22 yielded the larg- 
est group, 15.55 per cent; 23 was 
14.18 per cent; 24 was 11.45 per 
cent and 25 was 9.315 per cent. 

At the rate of about 1 per cent 
per year of age, the proportions 
of men then inducted dropped to 
the point where the total included 
only 2.73 per cent of men 31 years 
old, 2.35 who were 32; 2.04 who 
were 33; 1.69 who were 34; 1.49 who 
were 35 and 0.75 who were 36. 

One authority commented that 
the figures proved that “about 10 
per cent of our men and 90 per 
cent of our headaches” come from 
those more than 30 years old, 

Change in Law Unlikely. 

Generally there was little ex- 
pectation that Congress would act 
any time soon to cut the top age 
to 30 in line with the long-range 
recommendations of Brig. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, acting selective 
service chief. Most authorities con- 
sidered it more probable that the 
War Department, if it decided to 
eliminate the man more than 30 
from future inductions, simply 
would achieve its purpose by 
regulation. . 

The percentage figures indicated 
that about 55,000 men 31 or older 
have been taken into the army 
thus fas as a result of the draft. 
Officers say they do not make as 
good soldiers for high speed, me- 
chanized warfare as do younger 
men,

radio chains to resume broadcast- 
ing the popular ASCAP-controlled 
tunes. 

Meeting at Hotel Chase in ad- 
vance of the annual convention of 
the National Association of Broad- 
casters, which opens tomorrow at 
Hotel Jefferson, the Mutual sta-

tion executives failed to come to , 


any agreement on the contract. 
After five hours of discussion, dur- 
ing which it became clear the pro- 
posal would fail of adoption, a vote 
of expression was taken which re- 
sulted in 52 favoring the proposal 
and 34 opposing it. Network offi- 
cials said it would take approval 
by a majority of the network’s 175 
stations to adopt the contract. 

Another meeting was scheduled 
for today, but Mutual officers said 
it was not likely any decisive vote 
would be reached then, and that 
the whole question of signing a 
contract with ASCAP would be 
postponed until after the Broad- 
casters’ convention. 

Terms of Contract. 

The contract under discussion 
would provide that Mutual pay 
ASGAP 3 per cent of its gross 
revenues for four years and 3% 
per cent for succeeding years until 
Jan. 1, 1950. Under the old con- 
tract, which ended last Dec. 31, the 
networks paid ASCAP 5 per cent of 
their gross revenues. ASCAP’s 1.- 
200,000 songs have been off the 
air since the old contract expired.

Music, Inc. which has supplied 
music to the networks since rela- 
tions were broken off with ASCAP 
last December. Mutual has, there- 
fore, been more anxious to sign up 
with ASCAP, and has, in turn, 
been criticised by the other two 
networks. Members of NBC and 
CBS are said to feel that Mutual's 
proposed contract with ASCAP is 
not the best that could be obtained. 

Referring to this situation, Mac- 
farlane said: “At. the National 
Association of Broadcasters con- 
vention, Mutual network will be 
charged with trying to sell the ra- 
dio industry down the river. This 
is dust to blind the eyes of the 
listeners, the advertisers and the 
radio talent. It is also a smoke 
screen behind which NBC and 
CBS seek to retain the tremen- 
dous profits from their own affili- 
ate.” 

Macfarlane told reporters that 
failure of Mutual's members to 
come to terms with ASCAP now 
‘was, in effect, a victory for the 
other two networks. 

The National Association of 
Broadcasters includes stations af- 
filiated with all three major net- 
works. It has 534 member sta- 
tions out of a total of 794 com- 
mercial stations in the country. 
Taking into account duplication of 
ownership, its members control 
about 90 per cent of the country’s 
stations.

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Says Battle of Atlantic Depends on 
“Many Factors, With Indications Margin 
Of Safety Is Perilously'Small. 


By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING 
ELIOT

The discussion of the vitally im- 
portant shipping situation in the 
Senate does not show any great 
appreciation of what the basic 
factors of that situation really are. 

The reference figure, to which 
all other figures are subordinate, 
is really the minimum amount of 
operating tonnage which is_ re- 
quired to supply the British war 
effort, after taking into account: 

1. The average rate of turn- 
around in the available ports. 

2. The minimum requirements 
of the Middle East forces. 

3. The minimum requirements of 
other parts of the Empire and its 
allies for civilian and military ne- 
cessities. 

4. The extent to which Ameri- 
can and other neutral tonnage can 
be used to relieve belligerent ton- 
nage. 

5. Such redistribution as may be 
possible to reduce the length of 
haul. 

When this minimum figure has 
been ascertained, the next inquiry 
should be—Ig this much tonnage 
now available? If not, can it be 
made aViailable by any Means now 
open to the British Commonwealth, 
its allies and the United States? 
If it is available, is there any ex- 
cess? 

Small Excess Likely. 

Presuming that a small excess 
now exists, as seems possible, we 
then proceed to a further set of 
calculations: At what dates will 
a given rate of weekly losses by 
enemy action reduce the available 
operating tonnage below the safety 
point? In figuring this, we must 
take account of probable future 
additions, month by month, of 
British, Dominion, American and 
other available new construction; 
of the average probable tonnage 
laid up for repair; of the effect 
of bombing on repair yards, and 
the possibility of diverting repair 
work to American or other “safe” 
yards; of the prospects of reduc- 
ing the bombing effect, both on 
repair and on turn-around time in 
port, by more effective methods of 
defense. 

Then, taking as a reference fig- 
ure the average weekly losses by 
enemy action since Jan. 1 (or such 
other date as may be selected), 
we can determine how long tifat 
rate of loss can be endured with- 
out lowering tonnage below the 
safety limit; how long a 10 per 
cent increase could be endured, a 
20 per cent increase, and so on; 
on the other hand, how much ad- 
ditional time would be gained by 
proportionate reductions if they 
could be effected. 

By comparing these dates with 
various dates to be calculated from 
anticipated production of aircraft 
by both sides and other weapons, 
and by taking into account other 
time factors, such as those based 
on German oil supply, reduction of 
British production due to bomb- 
‘ing, food conditions in Britain and 
on the Continent, and so on, we 
ought to be able to get a very 
good time-picture of the year 1941, 
and we ought to be able to deter- 
mine our proper course with con- 
siderable accuracy. 

‘It is this writer’s guess that such 


figures would show that the exist- 
ing margin of safety may quickly 
disappear, and that at current 
rates of loss the available 


tonnage 
| will sink well below the safety 


point before the end of the year. 
This means the consumption of 
food reserves in Great Britain, 
gradual reduction of the ration, 
gradual weakening of the British 
war effort in the air and at sea, 
consequent loss of morale due to 
hopelessness, and in the end the 
defeat of the British people either 
by direct attack or by the coming 
into power of a government which 
will make peace on Nazi terms— 
which will be victor’s terms. 

As to operations elsewhere, it 
probably means the abandonment 
of the whole Middle Eastern cam- 
paign, weakening of the British 
position in the Far East due to 
inability to supply the large gar- 
rison in Malaya; the loss of posi- 
tions in West Africa which could 
no longet be supported, the pro- 
gressive weakening of the British 
fleet by attrition (in increasingly 
desperate efforts to keep the sea 
lanes open). As British fighting 
strength fell off, Axis efforts 
would become more efficient and 
more vigorous; as British outposts 
were abandoned, more and more 
Axis forces would be available for 
the main theater; as the Axis 
power extended geographically, 
more and more areas would be- 
come dangerous for British 
shipping. 

Favors Full Publicity. 

It is in the light of this prospect 
that we should examine the fig- 
ures affecting this shipping prob- 
lem. Not all of them are, or can 
be, available to the public; but the 
basic figures ought to be made 
public, with official authentication, 
at the earliest possible moment. 
The American people ought to be 
told the magnitude of the task to 
which they are asked to set their 
hands. 

For example, let us suppose that

It is full time for a complete re- 
consideration of basic policy by 
those in Washington, and more 
particularly in London, who con- 
trol the sources of information on 
all matters connected with ship- 
ping.

LEMAY MAN CHARGED 
WITH MURDER OF WIFE 


Warrant Issued After Son, 16, 
Repudiates Story Told 
at Inquest. 


Charged with first degree mur- 
der in a warrant issued yesterday 
by Justice of the Peace O. P. Wor- 
ley of Lemay Township, Clyde 
Lusk, 36-year-old miller, is being 
held in the County Jail at Clay- 
ton for a preliminary hearing 
Wednesday in the killing of his 
wife. 

Lusk was freed following an in- 
quest Friday but was re-arrested 
after his 16-year-old son, Charles, 
repudiated a story he told at the 
inquest and said his father killed 
his mother deliberately. in a quar- 
rel over which one was responsible 
for their frequent separations. 

The boy said at the inquest that 
the killing was accidental, oc- 
curring in a struggle over a shot- 
gun. Later in the day, however, 
he told relatives his father had 
killed Mrs. Lusk, a waitress, as she 
sought to escape from their house 
at 137 Kayser avenue, Lemay. 
When the story was repeated to 
police, they re-arrested Lusk. 

Thursday night, the boy ‘related 
to police, after his father had 
called for his mother and taken 
her to their house in a reconcilia- 
tion following a two-week separa- 
tion, an argument developed over 
“who was responsible” for the fre- 
quent quarrels between: his par- 
ents. His father grabbed a shot- 
gun, he said, and the three wres- 
tled for it. 

Finally, he continued, his father 
knocked his mother down, and she 
fell on her knees and prayed for 
mercy. She then fled to an out- 
side door, and his father leveled 
the shotgun at her and fired, he 
continued. She fell through the 
door and into the yard, and Lusk 
put her in his car and drove to 
the Constable’s office, he said.

Will anyone presume to deny 
that in adopting the Lindbergh 
policy of sealing the doom of 
Britain, we should have provoked 
a moral collapse throughout the 
world by means of which Hitler 
would now be the master of four 
continents and now the undisputed 
victor and now the leader of the 
triple alliance against the United 
States? By not following the Lind- 
bergh doctrine we have made Hit- 
ler fight for another year and 
have made him admit that he does 
not know when he can win. We 
have used that year far less effec- 
tively than we should have used it. 
But neverthe'ess we have used it 
well enough to give ourselves the 
power by means of naval interven- 
tion and our. industrial effort to in- 
sure for ourselves more months, 
more years, to increase our power. 
We have been told that our support 
of Britain has stripped us of 
weapons; that is the falsest argu- 
ment in the whole agitation against 
the national policy. What we have 
done in support of Britain has 
made us already immensely strong- 
er than we were 12 months ago — 
stronger in every respect than we 
could conceivably have been had 
we condemned Britain to defeat 
and acknowledged Hitler and his 


allies as the masters of Europe | 


and Asia and Africa. By disre- 
garding Col. Lindbergh's advice 
we have prevented the war being 
lost, and by that achievement we 
have multiplied immeasurably the 
defenses of America.

HAT we have ‘still to do, and 

shall most certainly do when 
the President makes known his de- 
cision, must rest at last upon the 
same cool, objective calculation of 
the American interest. But that 
real calculation has been obscured 
and confused by the recent agita- 
tion: We have been asked to cal- 
culate the chances of a British or a 
Germar defeat, and to stand inert 
unless we can bet on a sure thing. 
If this were merely an ignoble 
calculation, we migh nass it by. 
But it is im fact a false calcula- 
tion, which hides from the Amer

“After serving three years at the 
City Hospital, the female hospital, 
and what was known as the Poor 
House, but really was an insane 


asylum, I was given medical charge

The disease was what had 
been called the eighteenth cen- 
tury type, of such severity that 
mortality amounted to 37 per cent 
of admissions, The disgrace and 
shame of this was due entirely to 
neglect of what science had to 
Ignorance and prejudice so 
limited the practice of vaccination 
that a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation was unprotected. Later, 
due to the efficiency of Dr. Max 
Starkloff as Health Commissioner, 
St. Louis became the best vaccin- 
ated large city in the country.” 


Dr. Grindon also recalls the 
typhoid fever epidemic of 1893-94, 
and a visitation of cholera in 1866, 
this last chiefly because he was 
forbidden to eat watermelon.

So, for the benefit of those who 
are in the throes of some sort of 
paint job, I would like to devote 
this week’s column to some of 
the paint problems that arise and 
try to give a few as 
to their cure. Naturally, if you 
have a competent professional 
painter he ig perfectly capable of 
dealing with any troubles that 
might arrive, But, if you are strug- 
gling along on your own, a few 
words on the subject may prove of 
benefit. 

Chalking: Caused by the slow 
weathering away of the dry paint, 
due to the fact that the oil with 
which it was mixed has floated to 
the surface and been absorbed by 
the light. Mild chalking is a de- 
sirable characteristic of good paint 
as it prevents the accumulation of 
dirt and dust and also provides 
an excellent surface when repaint-

@ MILDEW: Piant pollen or in- 
sects which are blown against and 
stick to a paint that is still wet or 
tacky, breed fungi that creates a 
discoloration, especially on dark 
surfaces and in shady locations. 
Cure: Use a quick, hard-drying 
paint, obtained by mixing with less 
oil and more turpentine to which 
may be added a drying agent such 
as varnish or zinc oxide. Always 
remove mildew from surface before 
repainting.

Rain spots: Painted surfaces, 
when new, may fre 
quently develop spots after an 
electrical storm.

One of these 
collections was assembled about 1650 by the wife 
of Lord Baltimore, Colonial Governor of Mary- 
larid. In her own huge collection are a number 
of rare shells, not to be used, which came from 
sea creatures now extinct. How Miss Wolf uses 
sea shells for interior decoration is illustrated by 
the accompanying color photos taken in her own 
home, where every room is embellished with the 
products of her work.
